A Motor Razor Cuts Clean 


For th. benefit of the men with 
heavy beare and tender Skin a razor 
hasbeen invented which cuts the 
beard by a chopping action. An elec- 
tric motor is connected by a flexible 
shaft to the shaft of the safety 
razor. On the end of the razcr shaft 
cylindrical cams are provided which 
change the rotating movement to a 
reciprocating one within the blade 
holder. At the end of the holder 
this motion is aga'n changed to one 
at right angles tc the former, by 
means of a rocking arm and two 
prongs. Therefore .be final motion of 
the blade is also a reciprocating one, 
causing the blade to act by means of 
blows inst the. hair. 

Many blows a second are adminis- 
tered, depending upon the revolu- 
tions .per minute of the motor. The 
action of the blade is therefore not 
really of reveriug by blows. The logi- 
cal result is that it is not necessary 
to have the blades as sharp as it is 
now demanded.

The governor's action in the Hum- 
phries’ case is without precedent ih 
Ohio. Humphries killed Samuel 8.

Splendid Specimen Captured by Old] 


Timer in the Rockies 

Thero has just been added to the 
Banff Zoo.one of the most important 
captures Made inthe mourtains dur- 
ing recent years. The new addition 
isa ‘splendid specimen of the wol- 
verine, which was captured by Joe 
Smith, a well known old timer, who 
came to the mountains with the 
G.P.R. construction, who has never 
since left them, and who knows all 
the ways of évery wild creaturé in 
his wide domain. Joe captured him 
in an ordinary trap, and it took four 
hours to get him into a suitable box 
for shipment from Castle to Banff, 
where he has been housed in one of 
the coyote cages next to the river... 

This is the most vicious and dan- 
gerous animal in the mountains, and 
the hardest to capture; while he kills 
an immense number of deer annually, 
His history is lews known than any 
of the; other animals, but that he is 
the oldest denizen of these wilds is 
generally admitted ty the mountain- 
cers. This specimen is yet very shy 
and retires to. the den, snarling, at the 
approach of sight-seers, but he will be- 
come used to his surrqundings in time, 
although there is no case on record of 
of any of these animals beg tamed, 
moh om ‘when captured as very young 
cubs.”

Not. only should the ‘imperial 
power be dev in‘ relation to the 
world’s problem. in order that there 
should .be an imperial navy to fight 
in any or every sea, When imperial in- 
terests are threatened, bat world-wide 
preparations’' must be, combined to 
make it possible to concentrate forces 
at any point wherever the dominions 
have the greatest menace. Australia 
hopes that the imperial fleet will be
